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Alabama College was founded October 12, 
1896, under the name “Alabama Girls’ Industrial 
School.’ It was the fifth State supported college 
for women exclusively to be established. There 
are nine such colleges, all in Southern States— 


Mississippi, (1884), South Carolina, (1886), 
Georgia, (1889), North Carolina, (1893), Ala- 
bama, (1896), Texas, (1903), Florida, (1905), 
Oklahoma, (1910), Valdosta, (Ga.) College, 


PROGRAM 
The program of Alabama College embraces de- 


partments of Home Economics, Music, Physical 
Education, Art, Secretarial Science, Education. 
Sociology, and others in the field of vocational 
training. It embraces also departments of Eng-

lish, History and Economics, Mathematics, Mod- 
ern Languages, Foreign Languages, Education, 
Psychology, and others in the field of liberal arts. 


SCOPE OF TRAINING 
These courses, which lead to the A.B., B.S., and 


B.M. ‘degrees are so combined as to give to the 
women of Alabama the broad foundations of a 
cultural-vocational education such as will fit them 
to fill the traditional places of women as home- 
makers and mothers, and at the same time enable 
them, if necessary or desirable, to take their places 
in the ever-widening field of opportunity for 
women in the remunerative professions and in 
public endeavor. 


CHARTER PROVISIONS 


To that end, the charter upon which the college 
rests, made provision for a curriculum which may 
be so modified, from time to time, as the social, 
educational and industrial status of women 
changes, that it may discard unnecessary subjects 
or departments and instate necessary ones, de- 
signed to meet the full educational and training 
needs of the women of the State. 


In keeping with the trend of the times, there- 
fore, Alabama College is looking ahead toward 
expansion of her program. Doubtless in time her 
curriculum will embrace a College of Liberal Arts, 
and Schools of Music, Art, Home Economics, 
Secretarial Science, Library Science, and others, 
which will parallel the Schools of Law, Medicine, 
Agriculture, Business Administration, and others 
in the State Universities. 


EQUIPMENT 


The combined property value of buildings and 
equipment is estimated at $2,000,000. 

The campus proper contains approximately | 10 
acres, and the college owns 200 acres of farm land 
immediately adjoining. There are on the campus 
18 brick structures (including Bibb Graves Hall, 
the physical and health education building under 
construction), and two frame buildings. A new 
dairy plant has just been completed, which con- 
sists of three brick and tile buildings and two tile 
silos. 


The buildings include three dormitories, with a 
combined capacity of 800; a library, which houses 
35,000 volumes; a music hall; an infirmary; a 
home management house; class room buildings; 
a physical and health education building, with 
swimming pool-and gymnasium; a school of edu- 
cation training unit, consisting of a high school 
building, elementary school, and a high school 
home economics building; and an administration 
and auditorium building. 

The auditorium, completed in 1930, has a 
seating capacity of about 1,600, and every mod- 
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ern equipment necessary for concerts, drama, and other 
entertainments. 


FACULTY 


The faculty numbers more than 90 instructors, and 
includes men and women selected over a wide geo- 
graphical area, whose training represents the maximum 
offered in the leading colleges of America and Europe. 
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
